The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance of these claims: The prior art failed to teach the following 
limitation, "a second wall graphical user interface grid of the mathematical summarization of the 
plurality of function values of each of the top layer hierarchies of the multi-dimensional axes 
data hierarchy, the second wall graphical user interface grid perpendicular with the second axis 
dimension",, set forth in the base claims 47, 55 and 63. The claims 48, 50-54, 56, 58-62 and 64- 
66 are allowed for the same reason.
